During 1948, ?*rK3a of the Repx’bllc 
saved 764 centners of fuel and accumulated 1,555 .-000 rubles In savings’ above 
plan.

Prices In city coopora- 
tlvo trade dropped 4o to 50 percent In 1948 compared with 1947, and kolkhoz 
market prices vj*re lowered 20 c 35 percent.
